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BUILDING COST ESTIMATED 
TO'BE 15 PER CENT HIGHER 
THAN IT WAS LAST SPRIN 


Increase Attributed to Rise in Prices of Mate- 
rials, Which Has Defeated Purpose of 
Wage Reductions. 


Builders estimate that the cost 
of construction in 8st. Louis now 
is about 15 per cent higher than 
it was last spring. They attribute 
the increase largely to increased cost 
of some materials. The wage cuts 
accepted during 1922 by 11 of 24 
important building crafts, they say, 


have been virtually defeated in thelr : 
purpose—reduction of total costs— | 


by the material price increases. 

In addition, it has been found 
necessary to pay bonuses get 
artisans of several of the crafts 
which have not receded from peak 
scales of Pay, so scarce has labor be- 
come because of the lean years the 
industry has experienced and the 
present rush of home building. 

The explanation is made that ma- 
terial prices are higher now than 
they were last spring, because the 
price pendulum had swung too low 
under the propulsion of public 
opinion and natural reaction from 
its after-the-war zenith. Some ma- 
terials had been reduced to below 
cost, it is explained, especially lum- 
ber, in which considerable increases 
this year have been noticed. Prices 
of Feb. 1, 1922, in many eases, were 
higher than they were a couple of 
months later, when the seasonal! 
rush of building began.

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—Independ- 
ently of all agencies established by 
Governments, the International 
Chamber of Commerce has just per- 
fected plans for the establishment of 
a Court of Arbitration for the set- 
tlement and adjustment of commer- 
clal disputes.

* “Any party who desires to have 
recourse to arbitration under the 
new plan shall address a request to 
his national committee or, if no na- 
tional committee exists, through an 
organization member of the inter- 
national chamber, giving a state- 
ment of the transaction in question 
and the claims to be arbitrated. If 
the question is found suitable for 
arbitration the court shall forward a 
copy of the request to the other 
party and invite him to furnish a 
statement of his case. 

“The court will appoint one arbi- 
trator to try each case submitted to 
it, unless the parties desire the ap- 
pointment of two arbitrators and 
one umpire, or of three arbitrators. 

“The Court of Arbitration will 
request the various national com- 
mittees to furnish the names of 
technically qualified arbitrators for 
appointment to hear the cases sub- 
mitted to it. The arbitration shall 
take place in the country and town 
as may be determined by the court. 

Awards Within 60 Days. 

“Normally the arbitrators shall 
render their award within 60 days. 
The arbitrators will have the right, 
where the law permits, to take evi- 
dence in countries other than that 
in which the arbitration takes place. 

“The award of the arbitrators, in 
addition to the decision on the mer- 
its, shall determine which of the 
two parties is responsible for the 
costs, or in what proportion such 
costs shall be divided between them. 
The arbitrators shall be entitled to 
reimbursement of expenses, but 
shall serve gratuitously except, with- 
in the discretion of the Court, in 
such countries and industries where 
fees are customarily allowed for ar- 
bitrators. 

“The parties shall be in honor 
bound to carry out the award of 
the arbitrators. 

Manner of Proceeding. 

Settlement of a dispute by concil- 
lation may be effected by business 
men bringing the controversy to the 
attention of the International Cham- 
ber through the national commit- 
tees.

The end came following a suc-

SLAYER OF FORMER U.S. 


Col. Duncan B. Cooper’s Death 
Recalls Political Feud in 
Tennessee in 1908. 


By the Associated Press. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 6.— 


Funeral services for Col. Duncan B. 
Cooper, 79, convicted slayer of for- 
mer United States Senator Edward 


Ward Carmack, on the streets of 
Nashville in the fall of 1908, will be 
held today at his old home in Ash- 
wood, near Nashvilfe. Col. Cooper 
died Saturday night following a 
brief illness. 

The tragic death of Carmack at 
the hands of Col. Cooper and his 
son, Robin, now dead, gvas the cul- 
mination of one of the bitterest po- 
litical fights in the history of the 
State. 

At the time Carmack was editor 
of the Nashville Tennessean. 

Following his defeat in a Demo- 
cratic primary by Malcolm R. Pat- 
terson of Memphis for the guberna- 
torial nomination, the Tennessean 
waged a bitter editorial war on Gov. 
Patterson and the name of Col. 
Cooper, as one of the _ staunch 
friends and advisers of the Gover- 
nor, had often appeared in the edi- 
torial columns. 

Ignored Warning of Friend. 

Word was sent to Carmack by a 
mutual friend that Cooper would 
not countenance further public use 
of his name. On the following day 
an editorial paragraph was written 
in which sarcastic reference was 
made to Cooper. 

The death of Carmack occurred 
the next day as he was approaching 
his apartments in the city. He was 
met by Duncan Cooper and his son, 
Robin, as he was talking to a wom- 
an acquaintance on the street. 

Shots were exchanged, Carmack 
falling with a fatal wound and Rob- 
in Cooper receiving a bullet in his 
chest, from which he recovered. 
Col. Cooper was uninjured. 

The trial which followed was one 
of the bitterest in the annals of the 
State, resulting in a conviction of 
both Coopers, the elder getting a 
verdict of 20 years and his son a 
lesser term. An appeal was taken to 
the Supreme Court. The court af- 
firmed'the verdict inthe case of Col. 
Cooper and gave the son a new trial. 
As soon as the decision of the court 
was announced, Gov. Patterson is- 
sued a pardon for Duncan Cooper. 
Robin Cooper’s case on re-trial was 
dismissed for want of a prosecutor. 

Career of Col. Cooper. 

Though never a candidate for of- 
fice, Col. Cooper had been an active 
political force. He was at one time 
editor and publisher of the Nash- 
ville American, now extinct. 

Robin Cooper met death under 
mysterious circumstances’ several 
years ago. His body, the _ skull 
crushed, was found in a creek be- 
side which was found his automo- 
bile, the interior covered with blood- 
stains. His slayers were never ap- 
prehended. There was believed to 
be no connection between the mur- 
der of the younger Cooper and the 
Carmack case.

s| TRADE OF U.S. SHOWN 


Decline in Value Laid, in Large 
Degree, to Fall in Prices 
Rather Than Quantities. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 


ican foreign trade for the fiscal year 
which ended June 30. suffered in 
common with the general world de- 


pression, according to an analysis 
issued by the Commerce Department. 
The department, however, found the 
great decline in value from the pre- 
vious year to be due in a large de- 
gree to a fall in prices rather than 
in quantities. 

The country’s foreign trade for the 
fiscal year 1922 was %6,379,000,000, 
of which $2,608,000,000 was in im- 
ports and $3,771,000,000 exports, 
compared with $10,170,000,000 the 
previous year, divided between $3,- 
654,000,000 of imports and $6,516,- 
000,000 of exports. The nation’s fa- 
vorable trade balance for 1922 was 
only slightly over $1,000,000,000; as 
against $3,000,000,000 the previous 
year. 

Sounder Basis Indicated. 

“For the year 1921-22,” the depart- 
ment said, “the excess of exports 
over imports of $1,163,000,000 was 
liquidated in part by $449,000,000 
net imports of precious metals and 
this, together with the additional es- 
timated balance against us of $1,500,- 
000,000 of invisible exchange exceeds 
the amount necegpary to square ac- 
counts by some $750,000,000. No 
doubt this was at least partly ab- 
sorbed in repayment of private loans, 
because even a smaller amount of 
private export financing existed in 
July, 1922, than in July, 1921. Gen- 
erally this change indicates a much 
sounder and firmer basis of trade.”’ 

A steady increase in the ratio of 
imports and exports which, if contin- 
ued, would reach a balance in the 
movement of goods in another few 
months, was noted by the depart- 
ment, which declared that, with the 
end of the gold import stage of the 
war readujstment approaching and 
considering the invisible exchange 
situation, continued trend in the 
general direction now evident would 
soon produce gold exports even in 
the face of payments on account of 
allied debts. 

Shifts in Trade. 

Several important shifts in the 
country’s foreign trade, due to the 
war, were observed by the depart- 
ment. 
increased immensely, the depart- 
ment declared, due partially to the 

=| demoralization of Russia. 

Decreasing exports of raw cotton 
were attributed by the department to 
various causes, chiefly short produc- 
tion, but partially to the steady in- 
crease in cotton manufacturers in 
this country. ‘ 

Increasing ratio of imports from 
tropical countries was noted by the 
department as a pronounced shift 
in the country’s foreign trade during 
the last few years. More than half 
of the country’s imports are now of 
tropical n, such as rubber, cof- 
fee and sugar, as against one-third 
of such imports before the war.

that shopping for necessities 

should be done before the hol- 
idays are near, and when the shops“ 
begin to prepare for the gift buyers. 
This sort of shopping demands the 
making out of most careful lists, 
which may be checked off as the 
things are purchased and delivered. 
Perhaps there is more than can be 
accomplished in a day, so that the 
list once made should be taken care 
of until all this sort of shopping is 
done. 

First, go through the linens and 
see what must be replenished. This 
does not mean extravagant buying, 
but simply keeping things going in 
the right way. No new things not 
on the lHsts should be purchased un- 
til all of the needs have been met. 
The trouble is unless we have a defi- 
nite purpose and stick to it, time 
and money will be gone and we will 
still have the needs unsupplied. It 
takes a level head to go shopping, 
for temptation is ever at hand, in 
the well-stocked modern shops. 

Next, household brushes, brooms 
and dusters should be inspected. and 
the supply for the winter carefully 
considered. Old brooms and brushes 
may be trimmed and washed and 
will still do for seconds to save the 
new ones. If properly hung and 
cared for they will last a long time 
after this is done. 

Buckets, pails for different pur- 
poses chamois skins for windows and 
for silver cleaning come under this 
head, also a supply of cleaning pow- 
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ders, soaps, tojlet paper, wax pa- 
per and soap dishes and racks. These 
are purchased in the same depart- 
ment, and must be on hand in fair 
quantity constantly. The storeroom 
should be stocked and the contents 
given out as they are needed. 

The kitchen uténsils should be 
carefully inspected and replenished 
in the same way, and any little thing 
added that may be a work saver. 

Laundry needs, if the work is done 
at home, may be looked to at the 
same time. 

if laundry soap is bought by the 
box, which generally contains 100 
cakes, it should be unpacked and 
stacked log-cabin fashion, so that 
it will dry out and go twice as far. 

Bluing in bottles should be put 
where it will not freeze and burst 
the bottles. 

Wringers and all such things 
should be looked to and repaired, 
if need be. Beeswax should be pur- 
chased, and all the things likely to 
be needed during the winter. Fresh 
lines and a supply of pins should 
not be forgotten. , 

If there is a chance to buy an ex- 
tra- large supply of wood for the open 
fire at a good figure, stack it on 
the porch, protect it with a tarpaulin 
from rough weather and use it up, 
before that stored indoors. It is 
never objectionable, even in plain 
sight. 

Later in the season, weather and 
roads often make it difficult to de- 
liver, even when the supplies are 
ample.

When these things have * been 
shopped for and replenished the 
coming of bad weather holds no tere 
rors for the household. 

Next, staple foodstuffs may be 
looked to. There are a number that 
keep well if purchased in quantity. 
During the fall preserving, all the 
spices are used up in all probabil- 
ity. . These should be replenished, 
and other things of the same sort 
if procured at this time need not 
appear on the winter grocery list 
at all. 


Kitchen linens are ariother point 
to look into. If different-colored 
plaid towels are selected for differ- 
ent uses it saves hard wear on*each 
kind. A few heavy ice cloths are 
always upeful. Refrigerator bags 
should be made fresh each season. 
Although they do not wear out they 
get black and dirty looking.
